Report of cases of illness among the crew of the Norwegian bark Tenax 
Propositi at Cape Charles Quarantine. 

Cape Charles Quarantine, September 28, 1896. 
Sir : I have the honor to report that the Norwegian bark Tenax Pro- 
positi, twenty-one days out from Cuyo, Mexico, reached this station on 
the 18th instant, bound for Hamburg, with the dead body of the mas- 
ter on board, 1 sailor in a dying condition, and 3 others sick. The 
master was ill fourteen days, the sailor, who died on the night of the 20th, 
had been sick twenty-one days. All were taken sick in same way- 
diarrhea, severe abdominal pains, exhaustion, and fever. I consid- 
ered the illness due to some poison in the water taken on at Cuyo. An 
autopsy held on the sailor who died in quarantine revealed ulcers along 
the course of the caecum, colon, and rectum, some nearly perforating 
and having caused an adhesive peritonitis. Liver and kidneys normal ; 
bladder distended with urine, and stomach normal. The bark is now 
at Fishermans Island with crew ashore, and is being disinfected with 
Acting Assistant Surgeon Old in charge. On the 21st 2 more of the 
sailors were taken sick in the same way, with diarrhea and severe 
abdo m inal • pains.
